REPORT TO THE SHAREHOLDERS 


Operating revenue in 1968 reached a record 
level of $33,755,100 an increase of 17.5% over 
1967. Consolidated net earnings after deprecia- 
tion and taxes were also at a record level of 
$1,635,630 or $1.77 per share, an increase of 
36% over 1967. A quarterly dividend of .12%c 
on the common stock was declared payable on 
March 31, 1969. Subject to the review and ap- 
proval of the Directors at the end of each quarter 
period it is our present intention to pay a total 
dividend during 1969 equal to .50c per common 
share. 


Your company is in. good financial condition. 
At year end cash and negotiable securities 
totalled $3,353,000. Senior debt was reduced 
to $400,000 payable March 15, 1969 and there 
was no bank debt. 


During the year under review your company 
has been awarded nine contracts, three of which 
were joint ventures with other leading Canadian 
and U.S. Contractors. Your company is the mana- 
ger (sponsor) of two of these joint venture pro- 
jects. New work included the final portion of 
Ontario’s Department of Highway’s Q.E.W. and 
Highway 27, $25,000,000 interchange (the 
earlier portions were also awarded to Pitts), two 
sections of the Welland Canal diversion project, 
(one of which is a joint venture,) a joint venture 
partnership in $60,000,000 of contracts in Labra- 
dor at Brinco’s Churchill Falls hydro-electric 
power development and a major award for the 
construction of Ontario Hydro’s $30,000,000 
plus Lower Notch hydro-electric dam project near 
Cobalt, Ontario. On this latter project your com- 
pany is the sponsoring partner and holds the 
major financial interest. 


Projects reaching completion or substantial 
completion during the year included three To- 
ronto area sections of the MacDonald-Cartier 
Freeway and a section of the MacDonald-Cartier 
Freeway west of Brockville, Ontario. The $18,000,- 
000 Thorold vehicular tunnel under the Welland 
Canal was opened to traffic in September and 
two major docks, one for Gulf Oil Ltd., at Clark- 
son, Ontario and one for the Ontario Hydro at 
Lambton, Ontario were completed. In Toronto a 
$1,500,000 sewer and channel improvement 


contract on the Don River and a $2,000,000 
highway interchange contract in the north west 
section of Metro were completed. 


Work is progressing satisfactorily on the 
Manitoba Hydro’s Kettle generating station in 
Northern Manitoba. Your company is a member 
of the joint venture construction group and this 
project was 55% complete at year end. Except 
for a small dredging project obtained and com- 
pleted near Port Dover, Ontario on Lake Erie 
most of your company’s dredging fleet remained 
idle during the year due to a low cycle in the 
dredging industry. When this type of work in- 
creases in volume within the Great Lakes system 
your company is in an excellent position to be an 
active participant. The remainder of our marine 
construction fleet was actively engaged during 
most of 1968. 


We are optimistic for the year 1969. Our work 
backlog of $49,000,000 at year end is well 
blended both in size, type of work and comple- 
tion status. Backlog for the previous year end 
was $26,000,000. Our large diversified equip- 
ment fleet and your company’s ability to partici- 
pate in all phases of civil engineering construc- 
tion, land or marine give us the flexibility that 
is so essential to maintain a flow of desirable 
business at a profitable level. 


Your company, in view of its liquid position, 
competent senior management group and an 
emerging group of younger capable managers 
and supervisors is interested in expanding the 
scope and size of its operations into related areas 
of activities. 


Since the company’s formation in 1942, our 
employees have been our most valuable asset. 
We acknowledge with appreciation their loyalty 
and hard work.

Note 1—Principles of Consolidation 


The consolidated financial statements com- 
prise the accounts of the Company and its wholly 
owned subsidiaries, C. A. Pitts General Contrac- 
tor Limited, C. A. Pitts Construction (Ontario) 
Limited, Drake Construction Co. Ltd., Pitts Que- 
bec Limited, Harco Construction Limited, and 
Construction Improvements Limited. Inter-com- 
pany accounts and transactions have been 
eliminated. 


Under an agreement dated June 30, 1966, 
S. C. Cooper, then the beneficial owner of all 
the shares of C. A. Pitts Engineering Construction 
Limited, acquired 22,390 preferred shares and 
125 common shares of Drake Construction Co. 
Ltd. (being 50% of the issued shares of each 
class) and obtained an option, exercisable until 
January 2, 1969, on the balance of the outstand- 
ing preferred and common shares. The price of 
the shares purchased and under option is in part 
dependant on operating results and other con- 
siderations, but the maximum amount payable 
for all the preferred and common shares approxi- 
mates $300,000. On September 20, 1968 S. C. 
Cooper sold the shares of Drake Construction 
Co. Ltd. held by him to C. A. Pitts Engineering 
Construction Limited at his cost and assigned his 
option to the Company, which in turn has exer- 
cised the option. 


The accounts of Drake Construction Co. Ltd. 
have been included in the consolidation from 
June 30, 1966 because it was an integral part of 
the Pitts operating companies.

Note 3—Investment in Joint Ventures 


Investment in joint ventures is stated as the 
amount of outstanding advances adjusted by the 
Company’s share of the undistributed earnings or 
of losses of the joint ventures. 


Note 4—Basis of Accounting for Income 
from Contracts 


Income on lump sum and unit price construc- 
tion contracts is recognized on a percentage of 
completion basis, such percentage being deter- 
mined by relating billing to date on work per- 
formed to date to the current estimate of total 
contract revenue. Full provision is made for esti- 
mated losses and claims are recorded in revenue 
when received. Unbilled contract costs represent 
the excess of contract revenue recognized to date 
on the percentage of completion basis over bill- 
ings to date. Deferred contract revenue repre- 
sents the excess of billings to date over the 


amount of revenue recognized to date on the 
percentage of completion basis. 


Note 5—Income Taxes 


Income taxes have been provided on the 
basis of income shown on the financial state- 
ments of the companies. Income tax returns are 
filed on a basis in which (a) income from con- 
tracts as described in Note 4 is adjusted by net 
holdbacks and by the difference between costs 
actually incurred and those applied as described 
in the aforesaid note, and (b) capital cost allow- 
ance is claimed in amounts which vary from 
depreciation charged in the accounts. 


Since income taxes have been provided indi- 
vidually for the companies consolidated, the basis 
of providing taxes on income from contracts has 
created both prepaid and liability positions, 
shown in current sections of the consolidated 
balance sheet. Deferred income taxes represent 
the aggregate tax postponement from capital 
cost allowances claimed in excess of depreciation 
recorded. : 


Note 6—Debenture Payable 


Non-interest bearing, maturing on March 15, 
1969, secured by first fixed and specific charge 
on the construction equipment of the Company 
and its subsidiaries and a floating charge on the 
undertakings and the remaining property and 
assets of the Company and its subsidiaries. 


Note 7—Share Capital 


By supplementary letters patent issued on 
October 7, 1968, 598,100 unissued common 
shares without par value were subdivided into 
1,350,000 common shares without par value, 
and the 1,900 issued and outstanding common 
shares were subdivided and reclassified into 
500,000 Class A shares without par value and 
400,000 common shares without par value.

Land and buildings are occupied under a 15- 


year lease dated November 20, 1964 at an an- 
nua! rental of $65,250 with options to purchase. 


Note 9—Litigation 

A joint venture in which a subsidiary holds a 
40% interest brought successful action against a 
sub-contractor for non-performance, and under 
the terms of the judgement was awarded dam- 
ages. Subsequent action was brought against the 
insurance company which bonded the sub-con- 
tractor which action was also successful. Both 
defendants appealed, but the Court of Appeal of 
the Province of Quebec confirmed damages in 
the amount of $606,874 plus interest. Since 
the award has been appealed to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, no part has been recorded in 
the accounts of the subsidiary.

The aggregate direct remuneration paid by

Churchill Constructors’ contract involves 
almost 1.5 million cubic yards of under- 
ground rock excavation for three huge 
chambers — the powerhouse cavern, the 
surge chamber and the transformer gallery 
—along with a mass of connecting tunnels 
and shafts. 


In addition, Churchill Constructors will 
place the concrete in the underground 
complex, install imbedded conduits, piping 
and rock anchors, place the equivalent. of 
nearly 100 miles of rock bolting, drill a 
total of about 25 miles of various sized 
holes for rock treatment and water pres- 
sure relief and build the intake structure. 


Top, the remote and little-known, 245 foot 
high Churchill Falls, almost 100 feet higher 
than Niagara will vanish when the Hamil- 
ton River is diverted through the huge 
underground. power station shown in the 
cut-away drawing at left. Bypassing sev- 
eral long rapids as well, the station will 
ae an operating head of over a thousand 
eet.
